There is a pretty 
general conviction throughout the country 
that to the want of such a bass must be 
referred the unhealthy condition of busi- 
ness. It is no doubt the desire of the peo- 
ple to return to what is called a sound 
currency system, and it is generally hoped 
und believed that this change can be 
brought about without repudiation, or, in 
other words, that it is posible for the Gov- 
ernment to pay ite “greenback” debt, and 
thus remove from the financial system the 
oply serious obstacle in the way of 
our having once more a currency that 
shall be of equal value and in harmony 
with the general currency of the world. 
We not only know that there is a screw 
locse in our monetary system, but we have 
advanced further than this. We know 
exactly what and where the trouble 
15 We know that it is 
only necessary to restore to our currency 
the principle of coin-convertibility in order 
to render it substantially what it should be. 
It is clear to the dullest of us that herein 
lies the solution of the whole trouble 
Other reforms are minory and refer to de 
tails, but this & radical, and relates to prin- 
ciples. Nor is this all We not only 
clearly recognize what the difficulty is, but 
there exists throughout the country an un- 
mistakabie desire and purpose to employ 
the only remedy that wil] meet the case. 
The condition of the public mind on this 
question is now, thanks to the thorough 
discussion it has received during the past 
few years, all that could be desired. The 
time ia, therefore, ripe and favorable for 
legislative action. So far well, but the 
moment we come to consider the Acw as 
distinguished trom the what we are assailed 
by a multitude of difficulties, and it be- 
comes at once apparent that the road 
to specie payment has not yet 
been laid out The serious practical 
difficulties which environ each and every 
step of currency interference are very viv- 
idly realized, and there are very tew now 
who have the hardihood to declare that it 
is a simple and easy matter to get ourselves 
back to the good old state of things from 
which we have departed. We have prob- 
ably heard the last of Mr. Greeley's very 
heroic plan that the “way to resume is to 
resume.” Itis felt now chat, in addition 
to the attainment of the main purpose, any 
plan, to be admussible, must observe a cau- 
tious regard to the effect which its execu- 
tion will have upon the business interests 
of the people at large. There ws involved 
in the work to be done the necessity of 
euperseding a false and fluctuating measure 
of value with one that shall be stable and 
uniiorm, and this must be done in the way 
that will occasion the minimum of mischiet 
and loss to trade and the debtor class 
which is certainly no easy thing to do. It 
means a change from a redundant and de- 
preciated currency, with its inflated prices, 
to acurrency of per value and largely 
reduced prices. Enlightened financiers 
cannot forget that the aggregate private 
indebtedness of the country amourts to 
something like $900,000,000. Hence it is 
that in all well-considered plane that are 
offered now-a-days, far more attention is 
rightly paid to the manner of doing it than 


invites for it, as he has handled his difficult 
subject in a manner almost masterly, and 
in our humble judgment has produced as 
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we to be protested against errors of judg- 
ment on his part? The amount which he 
might deem necessary might be far in ex- 


But the fatal objection to the theory ot 
our correspondent is that it is utterly im. 
practicable. It is simply impossible to 
maintain in this country a gold-cenvertibie 
currency of §700,000,000 or anything like 
that amount. We are not able to control 
and retain a sufficientehare of the general 
supply of gold in the world for that pur- 
pose. In order to enable us to float such a 
volume of currency as we. now have it 
would be necessary to add enogmously to 
the quantity of the precious metals now 
in use, thereby lessening their value in 
about the same proportion as our currency 
bears to the curremcy of other nations. 
In 18057 the amount of paper circala- 
tion on a specie basis reached its 
maximum. We then bed « paper cur- 
rency of §215,000,000. But even this was 
more than was needed, more than could be 
kept afloat, as was plainly shown by the 
terrible financial revulsion which ensued. 
Our gold and bank cireulaton in 1960 was 
only $316,000,000,and according to Mr. 
George Walker, the Bank Commussioner 
and statitiscian, §300,000,000 is about as 
large a note circulation, on a specie basis, 
as could be sustained in the United States 
by the Government or the bankas, or by 
both combined. The bank-note and gold 
circulation of England is estimated at 
$465,0C0,000, and in that country, for many 
reasons, 8 larger circulation is needed than 
m ours. Hence it is quite obvious that we 
should not be able to continue our present 
note circulation of $685,000,000 on a specie 
basis.

Authors. 

Excepting a very small uumber of 

writers who have madea “bit” in some 
| special department of literature, the au- 
thors of our day bave not much more rea- 
son to congratulate themselves upon their 
calling than the contemporaries of Gold- 
smith and Dr. Johnson. Novel writing is 
most popular, and presents a good many 
successes; but some of the very distin- 
guished poets are able to cast up baut a 
poor account of pecuniary earnings. Rep- 
utation is not a certain standard of market 
value. On the other band, it is common 
for a tourth-rate book to sell to great ad- 
vantage. A recent volume of poems trom 
a verses writer of over average merit and 
distinction was issued by a New York pub- 
lishing house. It received every attention 
from the critics. The newspapers were 
protuse m their extracts and quotations. 
In s word, the book was admirably put be 
fore the public and managed. But after 
three months a statement was made, when 
it appeared that the edition consisted of 
five hundred copies, ot which about two 
hundred had been distributed among the 
editors and one hundred and fifty had been 
sold, while the rest were still making their 
way slowly and could not be accurately ac- 
counted for. The larger number of poets 
own the stereotype plates from which their 
books are printed. The cost is usually 
about one dollar a page Publishers are 
seldom willing to risk s book unless the 
author furnishes so much of the original 
‘expense. Book making, at best, is un- 
profitable. The uncertainty is consider- 
able, the labor is excessive and the pay is 
mall. Im our country it bas hardly be 
come s professien, and perhaps never will. | 
The newspapers pay better than the book 
publishers cam aflord te pay. Even the 
most successful of our authors do not rely 
exclusively upon their literary incomes. 
Some of them have private incomes of 
their own, and nearly all of them pur- 
sue a regular profession. There is hardly 
a respectable literagy man in America 
whese dependence and occupation are 
confined te literary work. Ii there be a 
single one his devotion to literature may 
be traced to a competency which affords 
bim the means and leisure to gratify his 
inclinations.
